Traffic Safety 


Group Rejects 
C of C Suggestions 


Menlo Park traffic safety com- 
mission last week dropped two 
possible actions recommended by 
| the Menlo Park Chamber of Com- 
| merce, but at the same time began 
discussions on_ several other 
items of traffic safety in the city. 

The items. recommended by 
the C. of C., which the traffic 
safety commissioners rejected, in- 
cluded a proposal that left turn 
storage lanes be included in El 
Camino Real and that the South- 
ern Pacific depot be moved about 
a block north. 

The first-listed plan is not 
feasible, said the commission-? 
ers, because it would further 
restrict traffic, to two lanes, on 
El Camino Real. 

The second plan, they said, de- 

pended on many “ifs: such as, if 
Southern Pacific would stand the 
| expense of having its depot mov- 
jed. 
Meanwhile, the traffic safety 
{commissioners called for a study 
of traffic problems on Middlefield 
road, as asked by Robert Durfee, 
a member of the commission and 
executive of Allstate Insurance 
company. 

The city’s master plan calls for 


ultimately widening Middlefield 
to four lanes. 
They also recommended that
